AN EXTRAORDINARY INSTANCE. 

The cause for rejoicing in the fact that 
quarters have been assigned to Judge 
Harvey of Division No. 2 of the Criminal’ 
Court should not wholly ‘obscure the 
@ause for serious reflection on the ex- 
traordinary situation which it brings to 
@ close. 

Owing to the hopeless blockade of the 
Criminal Court docket the Legislature 
fast winter created a new division of the 
Criminal Court... The law went into 
effect shortly after the Legislature ad- 
gourned and the Governor appointed a 
@udge as the law directed. 

For about eight months this new court 
has been in existence and the Judge bas 
been drawing his salary, yet he bas not 
tried a case. The blockade of thé docket’ 
has been worse than ever, but the new 
court has not been able to afford relief 
to the old court because the Municipal 
Assembly neglected to assign a room in 
which the sessions of the court could be 
held. With the jail packed with pris- 
oners and the court far behind its docket, 
@ judge and all the machinery of a court 
have been kept idle through the neglect 
of the Municipal Assembly to do its 
duty, 

The deley was partly due to sheer neg- 
ligence end partly to political influence, 
and it is difficult to determine which is 
the more discreditable. That either cause 
could lead a municipal legislature to be 
@ utterly regardless of duty and the 
interests of the people is a disgraceful 
refiection on our municipal government. 
It shows the need of a-vigorous and 
effective protest from the people. 


POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS.

But it brings the authorities face to 
face with the problem of what is to be 
done. It must be promptly settled. The 
supervision of the building must be 
placed in the hands of men capable of 
supervising and who can be held re- 
sponsible for the r results. 


THE PHANTOM GOLD RESERVE. 


As it is practically settled that a new 
issue of United States bonds is to be 
made to the syndicate early in January, 
it is interesting to learn what has be- 
come of the proceeds of the previous 
three issues under the present Adminis- 
tration. If the amount to be issued in 
January is $),000,000, there will have 
been issued $202,000,000 in bonds since Mr. 
Cleveland entered upon his second term. 
What has become of the $182,000,000 ob- 
tained as the proceeds of the three issues 
already made? 

The New York Journal .of Commerce 
has investigated the matter, It shows 
from official recerds that on the first 
two issues the lenders of the gold with- 
drew $45,000,000 in gold from the Treasury 
either,in advance to make good their sub- 
scriptions or afterwards to replace in 
their vaults the gold they paid into the 
Treasury as subscriptions for the bonds. 

In the arrangement for the third loan, 
in consideration of a price being made 
which enabled the Syndicate to make 
$11,000,000 profit, the direct withdrawals 
of gold from the Treasury by the men 
and corporations that had paid it tn for 
bonds was provided against. The opera- 


| tions in foretgn exchange, however, dur- 


‘ing the last few months show that this 
method of looting the Treasury was only 
temporarily arrested. The New York 
Journal of Commerce shows that the ex- 
change operations introduced to avert 
gold exports up to October entailed the 
maturing of large amounts of foreign 
bills subsequently, for the settlement of 
which some $20,000,000 of gold has heen 
drawn from the Treasury and sent to 
Europe; and this movement still con- 
tinues. - 

There is little doubt that, as asserted 
by the Journal of Commerce, the per- 
centage of withdrawal consequent on the 
third loan will preve to be as great as 
that attending the other two, which 
means that 45 per cent of the gold paid 
into the Treasury in exchange ‘for the 
bonds was drawn out again as an essen- 
tial feature of the transaction. 

Thus in two years the United States 
Treasury has bought $182,000,000 of gold 
from the gold hoarders, issuing long- 
term bonds therefor at a high rate of in- 
terest. Of this gold only a little more 
than $70,000,000 is now in the Treasury, 
And the people have got to pay the $152,- 
000,000 of bonds with interest just the 
same, and also to issue more bonds to 
buy more gold.
